County Government To 
Cost More Next Year 



With the County Budget Com- 
mittee's recommendations to the 
Fiscal Court expected within the 
next few days, Jefferson County 
officials are "finance minded" 
these days. In the meantime in- 
dications are that the aggregate 
estimated amount to be required 
to cover the county expenditures 
during the next fiscal year will 
be raised considerably over last 
year. 

The City-County Health Board 
'requires more than any other 
single agency. That board has 
submitted a budget to the Fiscal 
Court of $2,284,000 — approxi- 
mately $200,000 more than was 
spent for its functions of the pres- 
et fiscal year, during which the 
County assumed $600,000 of the 
total. 

Operations of the County Fire 
Department are expected to 
undergo considerable expansion 
during the coming year. Like- 
wise the County Recreation De- 
partment is enlarging its pro- 
gram and extending its services, 
to proportions which would re- 
quire an estimated total of 
$85,000. The recreation budget is 
divided 50-50 between the Fiscal 
Court and the County Board of 
Education. 

County Judge Horace Barker 
says that the County Police De- 
partment needs a score or more 
of additional men to bring the 
service up to where he feels it 
should be. 

The County Budget Commis- 
sion is composed of Judge Barker, 
County Attorney Sam Steinfeld 
and Accountant Harvey Card- 
well.

Progress on the stream-gaging 
project was reviewed in a report 
submitted to the group by F. T. I 
Schrader, district engineer for the 
U. S. Geological Survey. Stream- 
gaging stations are located in the 
County on Pond Creek at Mans- 
lick Road, Floyds Fork at Fisher- 
ville, South Fork Beargrass Creek 
at Tres-illian Way and Middle | 
Fork Beargrass Creek at Cannon'st 
Lane. The rain gages are located 
at Okolona, Pewee Valley, Mans- 
lick Road and Fisherville. 

The gaging records provide a 
basis for solving problems involv- 
ing the control and use of the flow ^ 
of the streams or runoff from 
the areas. The problem of drain- 
age in this county first directed 
attention to the need for knowl- 
edge of the stream flows. The 
runoff values determined from 
the records were used as a basil 
for drainage computations. 

Stream flow records are being 
found useful in the design of ' 
highways and bridges in the 
County. The Department of High- 
ways is now planning an express- 
way through Seneca and Chero- 
kee Parks to Downtown Louis- 
ville, and are replacing the nar- 
row bridge over Floyds Fork on 
ShelbyvUle Road.

The voters of this state and nation should keep re- 
minding themselves that they need to be alert, and con- 
tinuously on guard, if they would keep up with the politic- 
ians, whose fishing (for votes) season is again having its 
official opening. Yes, the day of promises is upon us. 

Unlike the proverbial fish stories which usually em- 
phasize the size of the catch, or the ones that get away, the 
politician majors on, and contends for, the size of the bait. 
It's the biggest and best promise that can be thought of that 
appeals to the candidate as an inducement to the voter. 
And to combat it and keep himself from being stampeded 
into believing the millenium is about to be ushered in with 
Utopia in the offing, the voter must certainly be awake. 

The alert candidate (and none of them are quite asleep) 
is usually ready to capitalize on whatever timely, high 
sounding phrase or to take advantage of whatever trans- 
pires in the process of civil affairs or in the national 
economy. The latest example is to be found in the accu- 
sation by a Republican congress of the President wanting 
to veto tax lowering measures so that he may take credit 
in 1948. 

But there are examples closer to home. And it is in- 
teresting to watch the candidates as they grab at this and 
that— sometimes mere straws blowing in the wind of public 
notice — suggestion of an issue, to which can be tied a vote 
getting promise.

It is ob- 
ur industry, of which 
labor is a part, exists for the 
sake of those who consume 
goods. Policies that add unreas- 
onably to the costs of goods, or 
any other non competitive prac- 
'res, endanger the free economy 
at made us great 
Closed-shop agreements, us- 
ually signed by management un- 
duress, present this kind of 
danger. The non - competitive 
monopolistic nature of such en- 
forced closed-shop agreements is 
apparent. Labor groups them- 
selves need the stimulus of fair 
competition, for the sake of lm- 
Unions need 
not find their only competition 
with employers. Rather, man- 
agement and labor have need of 
iperation, for they comple- 
ment each, other. 
Too ~ 

Mr. Gunnar Anderson, execu- 
te vice-president of the Fed- 
ations of Swedish Labor Un- 
ions, told me that 80 percent of 
Swedish labor belong to unions. 
Yet, he informed me the federa- 
tion of labor unions is unalter- 
ably opposed to the closed shop. 
They feel that the closed shop is 
antagonistic to the very principle 
of freedom which labor unions 
enjoy and which they must help 
defend in their own interest. 

A universal closed shop ir 
America would amount to one 
tremepdous monopoly of non- 
competitive labor, with the prem- 
ium placed on mediocrity. This 
would also make labor more 
powerful than any plain Ameri- 
can would wish. Any segment as 
powerful as that either would 
be actual head of a totalitarian 
government or would be so pow- 
erful that only a totalitarian 
state could deal with such a pow- 
er. A national closed shop is 
too dangerous for America, and 
would mean the end of free la- 
bor unions. 

Selling Service 
Labor wants no such regime, 
whether you call it facist, com- 
munist, or by some other fancy 
name that may yet 
der any other system you can 
think of, as compared with a free 
America, labor would be the 
loser. In Nazi Germany, Hitler 
found it necessary to protect his 
totalitarian state by abolishing 
labor unions. In Russia, Stalin 
simply runs them. Therms every 
reason why we must avoid mon- 
opolies of either labor or Indus- 
try> and instead must foster com- 
petition in every way. 

Even within labor unions there 
is need for competition. Leaders 
should be elected regularly, in ; 
democratic way. Fair competi 
tion among our labor leaders 
always adds to the service they 
render. Honest emphasis on the 
value of good service represents 
the most important item of bar- 
gaining. Our leaders in every 
field must learn to build by good 
promotion and by the ideal of 
selling service, a commodity 
which the American public 
anxious to buy.

A one-time dumping ground 
and weed lot in the center of the 
Smithfield Community, Henry 
County is being made a spot of 
beauty by the Smithfield Home- 
makers Club, their plans being 
to set a marker there as a mem- 
orial to the boys in that com- 
munity who served in World War 
II, said Mrs. A. M. Robinson, 
chairman of the committee spon- 
soring the undertaking. 

The club started its project in 
the fall of 1946, when permission 
and assistance were obtained 
from the railway and highway 
department to improve the plot 
between those two lines of t 
portation. Shrubs for planting, 
recommended by Prof. N. R. El- 
liott of the UK CoUege of Agrl. 
culture and Home Economics, 
were contributed by homemak- 
ers, or were purchased by funds

T. F. Young of Whitley County 
got tired of doing a half-way job 
of spraying his 140 fruit trees 
with a hand sprayer. As a result 
at a cost of $30, he made a power 
sprayer which Farm Agent J. D. 
Kidwell says really does the job. 
This is the way he tells it; 

"Taking a 42-gallon water pres- 
sure tank, the kind that is used 
with a jet pump water system 
an engine-air pump which fits 
into the sparkplug hole of his 
tractor engine, and some pieces of 
metal rod, Young made a power 
sprayer that he can carry on his 
tractor. The tractor engine fur- 
nishes the pressure for the tank, 
which is carried on the tractor 
by means of the metal rods fitted 
to the tractor frame." 

CHICKENS RECOMMENDED 

For most farm families and for 
many town families who wish to 
keep chickens for eggs and for 
meat, the UK College of Agri- 
culture and Home Economics 
iuggests that at least 15 chick- 
jns be started this spring for 
each member of the family. This 
would provide at least five lay- 
ers for next fall and winter, and 



such breeds as Barred 
White Rocks, Rhode Island Reds 
New Hampshires are recom- 
mended.
